On Friday , Nix on cru ised 50 miles 
down the Li Riv er past spectacu lar 
mou ntains that he repeatedly com­ 
pared to py ramids. In the ev ening he 
attended a display of songs, dances 
and acrobatics in Kweilin.

James A. Rhodes has signed into law a 
bill ou tlawing the dru gging of horses 
and other animals entered in com­ 
petition at state and cou nty fairs.

Perry sbu rg, the measu re takes effect 
immediately . 
The law is aimed at prev enting u se 
df dru gs or medication that wou ld 
stimu late animals bey ond their nor­ 
mal performance capabilities in races. 
It allows the u se of certain dru gs and 
v itamins approv ed by the Ohio Racing 
Commission, the agricu ltu ral society 
or the Ohio Ex positions Commission 
which manages the state fair. 
The legislation was approv ed by the 
General Assembly on Feb. 4 .

Su preme Cou rt say s Congress can take 
20 more day s to change the makeu p of 
the Federal Election Commission, 
ending the threat of an immediate 
cu toff of federal fu nds for presidential 
candidates. 
The FEC had been schedu led to hold 
its final meeting on Su nday to dispense 
some $2.5 million to presidential 
candidates only hou rs before a cou rt 
deadline that wou ld hav e stripped the 
panel of its powers. 


Bu t the Su preme Cou rt decided on 
Friday to giv e Congress 20 more day s 
to pass legislation that wou ld renew 
the FEC’s power and make it con­ 
stitu tionally acceptable to the cou rt. 


The cou rt ru led last month that the 
commission was not properly con­ 
stitu ted becau se the President and not 
Congress shou ld hav e sole power to ap­ 
point its members. The cou rt told 
Congress it wou ld hav e to restru ctu re 
the FEC or pu t the panel ou t of 
bu siness. 


Bu t the citizen lobby Common 
Cau se, the leagu e of Women Voters, 
President Ford and a nu mber of 
Democratic presidential candidates 
asked the cou rt to ex tend its March 1 
deadline so as not to cu t off the mat­ 
ching fu nds for candidates. 
After the cou rt’s action Friday , Ford 
issu ed a statement u rging Congress to 
act qu ickly , bu t warning that he will 
v eto any FEC bill that seeks a major 
restru ctu ring likely to cau se con­ 
fu sion.

lawy ers for Kenneth W. Kerwin 
filed a petition in Circu it Cou rt this 
week on Mau i Island, where Undbergh 
died in 1974 and where his estate is in 
probate. The brief petition asks that 
Kerwin 
be 
declared one of 
the 
av iator’s heirs. 
Kerwin “has had a pathetic life and 
has had only a thirdgrade edu cation” 
said his attorney , Robert W. Bry an of 
Birmingham, Ala. “Bu t he nev er 
mentioned money to me, only getting 
this straightened ou t.” 
Cou rt records list the v alu e of the 
Lindbergh estate at less than $300,000 
and name su rv iv ors inclu ding fiv e 
children and the widow, au thor Anne 
Morrow Lindbergh. 
Lindbergh family members and 
spokesmen were not av ailable for 
comment on the su it. 
Kerwin’s lawy ers refu sed to disclose 
his whereabou ts, say ing only that he 
liv ed in the Northeast United States. 
News reporters in Maine said Kerwin 
worked for a sportswear company in 
Springv ale, Maine, bu t that he is 
cu rrently v acationing at an u nknown 
location. 
The Portland, Maine, Press Herald 
said Kerwin has liv ed in the Biddeford- 
Sanford 
area, 
which 
inclu des 
Springv ale, for sev eral y ears. 


The newspaper qu oted one area 
resident, Bernard Gaines Sr., as 
say ing that Kerwin u sed to come into a 
local bar and talk abou t being the 
Undbergh child. 
“1 hav e no dou bt he’s Charles Lind­ 
bergh’s son,” said Gaines. “He’s so 
sincere.... All he wants ou t of life is his 
tru e identity ." 
Kerwin once worked at a tex tile mill 
in Biddeford and was employ ed last 
su mmer as a clown at a 
local 
amu sement park, the newspaper said. 
Kerwin’s lawy ers disclosed few 
details abou t their case, bu t they said 
it is based on more than 500 pages of 
docu mentary ev idence. 
Bry an’s associate, Theodore G. 
Meeker, said the badly decomposed 
and incomplete body fou nd after the 
1932 kidnaping was nev er identified by 
fingerprints or other certain ev idence 
as Charles A. Undbergh Jr. In ad­ 
dition, he said, there is medical 
ev idence helping to demonstrate a 
relationship between Kerwin and 
Undbergh. 
Bry an said that after being kidnaped 
the Lindbergh baby was reared in New 
England as the son of a cou ple named 
Kerwin. In 1948, Bry an said, the 
Kerwins told the boy who he really 
was. Neither Meeker nor Bry an wou ld 
say what had become of the Kerwin 
cou ple.

20 more days to change the makeup of 
the Federal Flection Commission, 
ending the threat of an immediate 
cutoff of federal funds for presidential 
candidates. 
The FEC had been scheduled to hold 
its final meeting on Sunday to dispense 
some $2.5 million to presidential 
candidates only hours before a court 
deadline that would have stripped the 
panel of its powers. 


But the Supreme Court decided on 
Friday to give Congress 20 more days 
to pass legislation that would renew 
the FEC’s power and make it con­ 
stitutionally acceptable to the court. 
The court ruled last month that the 
commission was not properly con­ 
stituted because the President and not 
Congress should have sole power to ap­ 
point its members. The court told 
Congress it would have to restructure 
the FEC or put the panel out of 
business. 


But the citizen lobby Common 
Cause, the league of Women Voters, 
President Ford and a number of 
Democratic presidential candidates 
asked the court to extend its March I 
deadline so as not to cut off the mat­ 
ching funds for candidates. 
After the court’s action Friday, Ford 
Issued a statement urging Congress to 
act quickly, but warning that he will 
veto any FEC bill that seeks a major 
restructuring likely to cause con­ 
fusion.

HONOLULU (AP) - A factory 
worker from Maine says he is the son 
of Charles A. Urn!bergh kidnaped 44 
years ago and can prove it in court. 
lf his story is true, it means Bruno 
Hauptmann, electrocuted in 1936 after 
one of the moat celebrated trials of the 
century, was executed for a murder 
that may not have been committed 
lawyers for Kenneth W. Kerwui 
filed a petition in Circuit Court this 
week on Maul Island, where Undbergh 
died in 1974 and where his estate is in 
probate. The brief petition asks that 
Kerwin be declared one of the 
aviator's heirs. 
Kerwin “has had a pathetic life and 
has had only a thirdgrsde education" 
said his attorney, Robert W Bryan of 
Birmingham, Ala. "Birt he never 
mentioned money to me, only getting 
this straightened out," 
Court records list the value of the 
Lindbergh estate at Iras than $300,000 
and name survivors including five 
children and the widow, author Anne 
Morrow landbergh 
Undbergh family members and 
spokesmen were not available for 
comment on the suit. 
Kerwtn’s lawyers refused to disclose 
his whereabouts, saying only that he 
lived ut the Northeast United States 
News reporters in Maine said Kerwin 
worked for a sportswear company in 
Springvale, Maine, but that he is 
currently vacationing at an unknown 
location 
The Portland, Maine, Press Herald 
said Kerwin has lived in the Biddeford* 
Sanford 
area, 
which 
includes 
Springvale, for several years. 


The newspaper quoted one area 
resident, Bernard Gaines Sr., as 
saying that Kerwin used to come into a 
local bar and talk about being the 
I and bergh child. 
"I have no doubt he's Charles Lind­ 
bergh’s son," said Gaines. "He's so 
sincere.... All he wants out of life is his 
true identity." 
Kerwin once waked at a textile mill 
in Biddeford and was employed last 
summer as a clown at a local 
amusement park, the newspaper said. 
Kerwin’s lawyers disclosed few 
details about their case, but they said 
it is based on more than 500 pages of 
documentary evidence 
Bryan’s associate, Theodore G. 
Meeker, said the badly decomposed 
and incomplete body found after the 
1932 kidnaping was never identified by 
fingerprints or other certain evidence 
as Charles A. lindbergh Jr. In ad­ 
dition, he said, there is medical 
evidence helping to demonstrate a 
relationship between Kerwin and 
londbergh. 
Bryan said that after being kidnaped 
the I .mdbergh baby was reared in New 
England as the son of a couple named 
Kerwin. In 1948, Bryan said, the 
Kerwins told the boy who he really 
was. Neither Meeker nor Bryan would 
say what had become of the Kerwin 
couple 
Kerwin tried unsuccessfully several 
tunes in the 1950s and 1960s to get in 
touch with the londberghs, Bryan said.

Those good apples, peaches and 
other fresh fruits Pickaway Countians 
enjoy each year don’t just happen. 
Growers put a lot of Ume and expense 
into the production of these top quality 
fruits. It’s a year-round job. 
While many of us are still enjoying a 
crisp, juicy apple from our carefully 
stored winter supply, growers are 
getting set to do the necessary pruning 
job, which is a vital first step in each 
year’s crop. 
Growers start the pruning job early 
for several reasons. First, pruning 
must be done before early growth 
stages and bloom period, which is a 
very busy period.

Except for the sharp drop for eggs 
from the last five months’ levels and a 
nickel per pound climb in choice steer 
prices, the pattern was one of general 
stability at the wholesale level.

One of the most important 
benefits of delayed pruning in these 
crops is the reduction of canker 
disease problems due to rapid healing 
of wounds. 
Pruning is a means of developing 
and maintaining tree shape and size. It 
opens the tree to sunlight and allows 
air movement through the tree. 
Sunlight is essential in the manufac­ 
ture of carbohydrates in the leaves. 
These carbohydrates or sugars are 
essential to the development of good 
fruit and color. Thus, fruit quality is 
directly affected by pruning practices. 
Pruning is also important to develop 
young, vigorous fruiting wood. In all 
fruit crops, the most vigorous and 
productive fruit buds are formed on 
young, vigorous shoots. Careful and 
moderate pruning every year is a 
partial fruit thinning method, since a 
number of fruit buds are removed in 
the process. This is beneficial because 
most fruit trees produce too many 
flower buds, resulting in overloads of 
small fruit. Moderate pruning helps 
reduce the amount of fruit thinning 
necessary later in the season when 
maximum fruit size and quality are 
desired. 
A good place to start pruning mature 
trees is at the top and work down. This 
reduces the tendency to overprune the 
lower part of the tree. It also ooeas th#> 
tree to sunlight penetration and air 
circulation. Cut limbs that are growing 
vertically back to strong lateral limbs. 
In dwarf apple trees, a strong vertical 
growing limb should be left as a 
central leader. 
Remove dead and diseased limbs, 
since such wood harbors diseases and 
insects and makes pest control more 
difficult.

Freq u ently in early spring before the 
lawn has started activ e growth, we 
may observ e lawns in all ty pes of 
conditions. Some may be light green 
throu ghou t the winter months,’ while 
others are completely brown. One of 
the major reasons for this is the 
species or v ariety of grass seeded in 
the home lawn. He say s some v arieties 
hav e a dark er green color and will 
remain green throu ghou t most of the 
winter, 
while 
others 
hav e 
an 
inherently browner coloration du ring 
cold weather. 


Probably the most important reason 
is the health of the lawn going into the 
winter season, he say s. Fertilization 
practices, particu larly in the fall, will 
affect the general health of the lawn 
and the degree to which it remains 
green and su rv iv es winter conditions. 
Dry ing winds and low temperatu res in 
the absence of a snow cov er greatly 
redu ce the green color in tu rf. The 
cu tting height the prev iou s fall also 
affects the color of the lawn throu gh 
the winter.

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siderable time to establish,” said Dr. 
Richard L, Blanchard, chief of the 
EPA’s Radiochemistry and Nu clear 
Engineering Branch, Office of Radi­ 
ation Programs. 
Blanchard conclu ded m his talk at 
the Env ironmental Research Center 
here that “reactor accidents are v ery 
small in proportion to the risk we 
accept in ev ery day life.” 
The chances of the av erage person 
dy ing from an accident which occu rs 
at a nu clear power plant are one in fiv e 
billion, Blanchard said, while the ov er­ 
all fatality rate for the total fu el cy cle 
produ ced by coal is sev en times 
greater than it is for nu clear energy . 
“Sev enty million dollars is spent 
annu ally on safety ,” Blanchard said. 
“No other indu stry spends so mu ch.” 
"The risk s inv olv ed in operating a 
nu clear plant are q u ite small,” he said 
after noting the probability of v ariou s 
problems which cou ld befall a nu clear 
power plant. 
He said longterm wastes from power 
plants wou ld ev entu ally be bu ried in 
salt beds, prov iding a safe storage 
place. 
He admitted that the nu clear power 
plants hav e a lifetime of 40 to 45 y ears, 
bu t said they are necessary to serv e as 
"interim power sou rces” u ntil other 
forms of energy can be u tilized. 
He said any moratoriu m in operation 
of nu clear plants at this time wou ld be 
crippling if a decision were made to 
continu e their operation in the fu tu re. 
“We wou ld lose all ou r nu clear 
engineers, we wou ld lose all ou r ex ­ 
pertise, and we wou ld gain a great deal 
of problems,” Blanchard said, 
“The q u estion is whether ou r society 
is sophisticated enou gh to handle this 
problem. We are capable of policing, 
su rv ey ing and check ing nu clear 
energy .”

assistant. Chan Cochran, said later 
that the governor was in Florida for 
the weekend. 
Persons attending the rally said it 
was organized by the Unemployed 
Workers Organizing 
Committee, 
which they said was an independent 
national organization of unemployed 
workers. 
However, one speaker at the rally 
identified himself as a member of the 
Revolutionary Communist Party. 
Several of those attending carried 
copies of the southwest Ohio edition of

publishing the "political stand of the 
Revolutionary Communist Party, 
U.S.A.”

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siderable time to establish," said Dr. 
Richard L. Blanchard, chief of the 
E P A ’s Radiochemistry and Nuclear 
Kngineering Branch, Office of Radi­ 
ation Programs. 
Blanchard concluded in his talk at 
the Environmental Research Center 
here that "reactor accidents are very 
small in proportion to the risk we 
accept in everyday life.” 
The chances of the average person 
dying from an accident which occurs 
at a nuclear power plant are one in five 
billion. Blanchard said, while the over­ 
all fatality rate for the total fuel cycle 
produced by coal is seven times 
greater than it is for nuclear energy. 
“ Seventy million dollars is spent 
annually on safety,” Blanchard said. 
"No other industry spends so much.” 
"The risks involved in operating a 
nuclear plant are quite sm all," he said 
after noting the probability of various 
problems which could befall a nuclear 
power plant. 
He said longterm wastes from power 
plants would eventually be buried in 
salt beds, providing a safe storage 
place. 
He admitted that the nuclear power 
plants have a lifetime of 40 to 45 years, 
but said they are necessary to serve as 
"interim power sources” until other 
forms of energy can be utilized. 
He said any moratorium in operation 
of nuclear plants at this time would be 
crippling if a decision were made to 
continue their operation in the future. 
"W e would lose all our nuclear 
engineers, we would lose all our ex­ 
pertise. and we would gain a great deal 
of problems,” Blanchard said. 
“ The question is whether our society 
is sophisticated enough to handle this 
problem. We are capable of policing, 
surveying and checking nuclear 
energy.”

Cancer Personality

NEW YORK - Years ago I in­ 
terv iewed a d o cto r who claimed he 
co u ld tell by lo o king at a p erso n’s face 
whether o r no t he no w had — o r o ne 
d ay wo u ld d ev elo p — cancer. 
It was no t the tex tu re o r co lo r o f the 
skin which d etermined a p erso n’s 
“cancer co mp lex io n,’’ he claimed . It 
was the ex p ressio n in the ey es. 
A p o tential cancer v ictim has a 
“hau nted lo o k.*’ Psy cho lo gical facto rs 
in his life hav e stamp ed him fo r the 
d isease, and the stamp is o n his face. 
It was an eerie interv iew. I was 
afraid to ask what he saw in my o wn 
ey es, and he d id n’t v o lu nteer any in­ 
fo rmatio n. So I wro te the sto ry and 
then tried to write o ff his id eas fro m 
my mind — as imp o ssible a feat as 
p assing a mirro r witho u t checking my 
ey es fo r a sp o o ked lo o k. And o v er the 
y ears, as o ne friend and then ano ther 
has d ev elo p ed cancer — as a First and 
Seco nd Ijad y hav e beco me v ictims — 
I’v e wo nd ered , lo o king into their u n­ 
su sp ecting ey es: co u ld he really hav e 
p red icted their illnesses? I d o u bt it. 
To o mu ch brightness and hu mo r in 
tho se v ario u s faces. . . 
Yet a gro wing nu mber o f d o cto rs 
and p sy chiatrists hav e been co n­ 
d u cting bro ad research d u ring the p ast 
d ecad e to try to d isco v er links between 
life ex p erience and p erso nality — and 
d isease. And there are increasing 
ind icatio ns that certain characteristic 
p erso nality p atterns, behav io r and life 
ex p eriences, are co mmo n to cancer- 
p ro ne p erso ns. 
Dr. Lawrence Ije Shan o f New Yo rk 
was o ne o f the first to believ e that high- 
risk p erso nalities might be p inp o inted , 
thu s help ing med ical au tho rities to 
make early d iagno ses o f cancer. 
Dr. Le Shan stu d ied 450 cancer 
p atients and claimed to 
hav e 
d isco v ered a "basic life p attern’’ in 72 
p er cent o f them. In each case, he 
rep o rted , they had su ffered a p sy chic 
trau ma in child ho o d and had d ecid ed , 
after the trau matic ex p erience, that 
“emo tio nal relatio nship s bro u ght 
p ain.” The p o tential cancer v ictim 
then d ev elo p ed feelings o f gu ilt and 
self-co nd emnatio n, blaming himself 
fo r an inability to fo rm clo se, co m­ 
fo rtable relatio nship s. 
This no tio n that relatio nship s were 
d ifficu lt and that so mething mu st be 
wro ng with him, co lo red his life. He 
so u ght to change his p erso nality . 
Thro u gh tremend o u s p sy chic and 
p hy sical energy , he fo rced himself in 
ad o lescence o r ad u ltho o d to fo rm 
attachments with the "o u tsid e wo rld .” 
He either married , o r became su c­ 
cessfu l in his jo b, o r fo u nd friend s. 
Then “circu mstances — retirement 
fro m the jo b, the d eath o f a mate, the 
ind ep end ence o f gro wn child ren, o r 
sep aratio n fro m friend s — end ed that 
relatio nship fo r which he had 
stru ggled . Su d d enly ,” rep o rted Dr. Le 
Shan, “he was alo ne again. Gu ilty 
again. The meaning go ne o u t o f life.” 
In a p erio d any where fro m six 


mo nths to eight y ears after the lo ss o f 
the relatio nship , the first sy mp to ms o f 
cancer ap p eared . 
This "basic p attern,” the d o cto r 
claimed , "ap p eared in 72 p er cent o f 
450 cancer p atients. It ap p eared in o nly 
10 p er cent o f no ncancero u s p eo p le o f 
similar age and eco no mic lev els.” 
Other d o cto rs mad e o ther find ings. A

William 
A. 
Greene 
o f 
the 
Univ ersity o f Ro chester rep o rted that 
a sep aratio n, attend ed by d ep ressio n 
and anx iety , ty p ically p reced ed 
leu kemia o r ly mp ho ma in mo st 
p atients he stu d ied . Other d o cto rs 
rep o rted that a feeling o f ho p elessness 
characterizes the p erso nality o f 
cerv ical cancer p atients. Dr. Dav id M. 
Kissen o f Sco tland said that lu ng 
cancer p atients were characterized by 
a 
“ p o o r 
o u tlet 
fo r 
emo tio nal 
d ischarge.” 
To v alid ate the theo ry , Dr. Kissen 
said no ninhaling smo kers tend to hav e 
a p o o rer o u tlet fo r emo tio nal d ischarge 
than inhalers, and are mo re su scep ­ 
tible to lu ng cancer than heav y 
smo kers are. 
Dr. Caro line Tho mas o f Jo hns 
Ho p kins Univ . Scho o l o f Med icine 
stu d ied the p sy cho so matic asp ect o f 
cancer fo r nearly 20 y ears and co n­ 
clu d ed that lo nely and emo tio nally 
rep ressed 
ind iv id u als 
hav e 
a 
v u lnerability to cancer. Co ntrasted to 
heart attack v ictims who are high- 


geared and ambitio u s, she fo u nd , 
cancer v ictims are "lo w-gear p erso ns, 
seld o m p rey to o u tbu rsts o f emo tio n.” 
As rep o rted 
in Hu man Behav io r 
magazine recently , Dr. Tho mas’s 
cancer stu d ies sho wed v ictims had had 
“feelings o f iso latio n and u nhap p iness 
d ating back to child ho o d . ‘When the 
d ifferent 
p erso nality ty p es were 
analy zed ,’ Tho mas said , ‘it tu rned o u t 
that cancer v ictims were mu ch mo re 
like su icid e v ictims than they were like 
heart attack v ictims.’ ” 


Clau s and Marjo rie Bahnso n, a 
p sy cho lo gy team at Eastern Penn­ 
sy lv ania Psy chiatric 
Institu te in 
Philad elp hia, agree. The cancer 
v ictims they ’v e stu d ied tend to hav e 
had lo nely , u nhap p y child ho o d s, 
lacking co mmu nicatio n with their 
p arents. They try to co mp ensate, 
p sy cho lo gically , by wo rking hard at 
being go o d . “The cancer p erso nality ,” 
say s Clau s Bahnso n, "is religio u s, 
co mmitted , go o d — p erhap s to o go o d 
fo r his o wn health.” 


Altho u gh co nserv ativ e d o cto rs may 
still d istru st the p sy cho lo gical facto rs 
in d isease, there are gro wing in­ 
d icatio ns that they may p lay a p art — 
p erhap s a stro ng p art — in the o nset o f 
a v ariety o f serio u s illnesses.

It was also abo v e the 7.8 
p er cent u nemp lo y ment rate a mo nth 
earlier, the Bu reau o f Emp lo y ment 
Serv ices said Thu rsd ay . 
William Pap ier, bu reau d irecto r o f 
research and statistics, blamed the 
increase o n seaso nal emp lo y ment: "It 
was the cu rtailment o f o u td o o r co n­ 
stru ctio n activ ity , p o stho lid ay lay o ffs 
that no rmally fo llo w the Christmas 
seaso n, red u ctio n o f Great I.akes 
ship p ing and that so rt o f thing.” 
To tal emp lo y ment in Ohio in 
Janu ary was estimated at 4, 318,000, 
slightly belo w a y ear ago at the time. 
Ho wev er, it was clo se to the 4,317,000 
emp lo y ed at the p eak o f Ohio 's 
u nemp lo y ment rise in March 1975 
when the jo bless rate reached a reco rd 
9 .4 p er cent. 
"That was the time that recessio n 
was really hitting u s the hard est,” 
Pap ier said . 
“It d o esn’t necessarily fo llo w we’re 
go ing to su rp ass the y ear-ago lev els o f 
u nemp lo y ment. There are ind icatio ns 
o f so me tap ering o ff. There is ev ery 
They'll Do It Every Time 
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reaso n to believ e there will be 
mo d erate imp ro v ement in the early 
mo nths o f this y ear co mp ared to 
co rresp o nd ing mo nths o f last y ear,” he 
said . 
In Janu ary 1975, 8.2 p er cent o f the 
wo rk fo rce were u nemp lo y ed ; in 
Janu ary 1974, 5 p er cent were witho u t 
jo bs. 
“Febru ary , o f co u rse, is still a co ld 
mo nth and the u nemp lo y ment rates 
are no rmally high in Janu ary , 
Febru ary and March.

Cancer Personality

NEW YORK - Years ago I in­ 
terviewed a doctor who claimed he 
could tell by looking at a person’s face 
whether or not he now had — or one 
day would develop — cancer. 
It was not the texture or color of the 
skin which determined a person’s 
“cancer complexion," he claimed. It 
was the expression in the eyes. 
A potential cancer victim has a 
“ haunted look." Psychological factors 
in his life have stamped him for the 
disease, and the stamp is on his face. 
It was an eerie interview. I was 
afraid to ask what he saw in my own 
eyes, and he didn't volunteer any in­ 
formation. So I wrote the story and 
then tried to write off his ideas from 
my mind — as impossible a feat as 
passing a mirror without checking my 
eyes for a spooked look. And over the 
years, as one friend and then another 
has developed cancer — as a First and 
Second lady have become victims — 
I’ve wondered, looking into their un­ 
suspecting eyes: could he really have 
predicted their illnesses? I doubt it. 
Too much brightness and humor in 
those various faces. . . 
Yet a growing number of doctors 
and psychiatrists have been con­ 
ducting broad research during the past 
decade to try to discover links between 
life experience and personality — and 
disease. And there are increasing 
indications that certain characteristic 
personality patterns, behavior and life 
experiences, are common to cancer- 
prone persons. 
Dr. lawrence Le Shan of New York 
was one of the first to believe that high- 
risk personalities might be pinpointed, 
thus helping medical authorities to 
make early diagnoses of cancer. 
Dr. I a Shan studied 450 cancer 
patients and 
claimed 
to 
have 
discovered a "basic life pattern" in 72 
per cent of them. In each case, he 
reported, they had suffered a psychic 
trauma in childhood and had decided, 
after the traumatic experience, that 
“ emotional relationships brought 
pain." The potential cancer victim 
then developed feelings of guilt and 
self-condemnation, blaming himself 
for an inability to form close, com­ 
fortable relaUonships. 
This notion that relationships were 
difficult and that something must be 
wrong with him, colored his life. He 
sought to change his personality. 
Through tremendous psychic and 
physical energy, he forced himself in 
adolescence or adulthood to form 
attachments with the "outside world." 
He either married, or became suc­ 
cessful in his job, or found friends. 
Then “ circumstances — retirement 
from the job, the death of a mate, the 
independence of grown children, or 
separation from friends — ended that 
relationship for which he 
had 
struggled. Suddenly," reported Dr. Le 
Shan, “he was alone again. Guilty 
again. The meaning gone out of life." 
In a period anywhere from six 


months to eight years after the loss of 
the relationship, the first symptoms of 
cancer appeared. 
This "basic pattern,” the doctor 
claimed, "appeared in 72 per cent of 
450 cancer patients. It appeared in only 
IO per cent of noncancerous people of 
similar age and economic levels." 
Other doctors made other findings. A 
Dr. 
William 
A. 
Greene 
of 
the 
University of Rochester reported that 
a separation, attended by depression 
and anxiety, typically preceded 
leukemia or lymphoma in most 
patients he studied. Other doctors 
reported that a feeling of hopelessness 
characterizes the personality of 
cervical cancer patients. Dr. David M. 
Kissen of Scotland said that lung 
cancer patients were characterized by 
a 
“ poor 
outlet 
for 
emotional 
discharge." 
To validate the theory, Dr. Kissen 
said noninhaling smokers tend to have 
a poorer outlet for emotional discharge 
than inhalers, and are more suscep­ 
tible to lung cancer than heavy 
smokers are. 
Dr. Caroline Thomas of Johns 
Hopkins Univ. School of Medicine 
studied the psychosomatic aspect of 
cancer for nearly 20 years and con­ 
cluded that lonely and emotionally 
repressed 
individuals 
have 
a 
vulnerability to cancer. Contrasted to 
heart attack victims who are high- 


geared and ambitious, she found, 
cancer victims are "low-gear persons, 
seldom prey to outbursts of emotion." 
As reported 
in Human Behavior 
magazine recently, Dr. Thomas’s 
cancer studies showed victims had had 
“ feelings of isolation ami unhappiness 
dating back to childhood. ‘When the 
different 
personality types were 
analyzed,’ Thomas said, ‘it turned out 
that cancer victims were much more 
like suicide victims than they were like 
heart attack victims.'" 


Claus and Marjorie Bahnson, a 
psychology team at Eastern Penn­ 
sylvania Psychiatric 
Institute in 
Philadelphia, agree 
The cancer 
victims they’ve studied tend to have 
had lonely, unhappy childhoods, 
lacking communication with their 
parents 
They try to compensate, 
psychologically, by working hard at 
being good. “The cancer personality," 
says Claus Bahnson, “is religious, 
committed, good — perhaps too good 
for his own health." 


Although conservative doctors may 
still distrust the psychological factors 
in disease, there are growing in­ 
dications that they may play a part — 
perhaps a strong part — in the onset of 
a variety of serious illnesses. 
In the face of the evidence, it may 
indeed be possible that the face of a 
man can help foretell his fate. . .

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Unem­ 
ployment in Ohio took another surge 
higher in January with 8.4 per cent of 
the work force without jobs. 
The jobless rate was the highest 
figure at the beginning of the year in 
three years. It was also above the 7.8 
per cent unemployment rate a month 
earlier, the Bureau of Employment 
Services said Thursday 
William Papier, bureau director of 
research and statistics, blamed the 
increase on seasonal employment: “ It 
was the curtailment of outdoor con­ 
struction activity, postholiday layoffs 
that normally follow the Christmas 
season, reduction of Great lakes 
shipping and that sort of thing." 
Total employment in Ohio in 
January was estimated at 4, 318,000, 
slightly below a year ago at the time. 
However, it was close to the 4,317,000 
employed at the peak of Ohio's 
unemployment rise in March 1975 
when the jobless rate reached a record 
9.4 per cent. 
"That was the time that recession 
was really hitting us the hardest," 
Papier said. 
“ It doesn’t necessarily follow we’re 
going to surpass the year-ago levels of 
unemployment. There are indications 
of some tapering off. There is every 
They'll Do It Every Time 


reason to believe there will be 
moderate improvement in the early 
months of this year compared to 
corresponding months of last year," he 
said. 
In January 1975, 8.2 per cent of the 
work force were unemployed; in 
January 1974, 5 per cent were without 
jobs. 
"February, of course, is still a cold 
month and the unemployment rates 
are normally high in January, 
February and March. If weather is 
relatively mild in March, there could 
be some improvement.

Dear Editor: 
This letter is written to inform the 
public of a bill now before our State 
legislature, House Bill 1013, in­ 
troduced by Congressman Richard 
Firuin of Cincinnati, to correct an 
inequitable, and I submit an un­ 
constitutional estate tax law now 
exulting in the State of Ohio. 
This estate tax law as it now stands, 
taxes a widow of this state under 
certain pension plans on a lump sum 
pension based on her life expectancy 
As an example, let us assume that a 
widow receives a pension of $200 per 
month under her husband’s pension 
plan. The annual Income would be 
$2400. In computing the Ohio Estate 
Tax, 
if 
her 
life 
expectancy 
is 
calculated at ten years, the state 
multiplies this annual income by ten 
and taxes her on a lump sum of $24,000, 
minus an exemption of $2000 She has 
not received this amount in a lump 
sum and if she dies before completing 
her calculated life span, the State has 
collected taxes on money she can 
never receive. Talk about taxation 
without representation! This could be 
taxation into the grave and into the life 
hereafter. What right does the State of 
Ohio have to tax her on a lump sum 
which she has not received? 
We all have to render unto Caesar 
what Is Caesar's, but when the 
legislators of Ohio, with the approval 
of the Governor, levy an unjust tax, it 
is time (or a public outcry' from the 
residents of the State of Ohio, par­ 
ticularly those who would become 
victims of this unconscionable tax, and 
any other citizens who feel strongly 
about this matter! 
In addition to the estate tax, the 
widow is also subject to her attorney’s 
fees in the settlement of the estate. Her 
annual income will also have to be 
reported on her income tax returns 
each year. In my case the Ohio Estate 
Tax was increased by about 37 per 
cent. 
I was gratified to learn that 
Congressman Finan is taking action to 
correct this law. A second hearing on 
his bill 1013 will be held by the Ways 
and Means Committee on the third 
floor of the Stale Capitol on Wed­ 
nesday, March 3, 9:30 a.m. This 
hearing is open to the public.

ATIANTA (AP) - Deaths related to 
influenza and pneumonia jumped 
sharply above the epidemic threshhold 
last week, the national Center for 
Disease Control announced today. 


CDC statistics from 121 major U.S. 
cities show that at least 875 persons 
died of flu or pneumonia during the 
week ending Feb. 21, most of them in 
the New England and middle Atlantic 
states. 


An increased death rate in the 
Western states also helped push the 
statistics up to epidemic levels, a CDC 
spokesman said. 
CDC flu-watchers determine an 
epidemic threshold through a com­ 
plex, shifting formula keyed to an 
expected number of deaths arrived at 
by study of statistics in previous 
nonepidemic years. 
CDC officials had charted an ex­ 
pected level of 536 deaths for last week. 
In a weekly report, CDC scientists 
said considerable flu activity was 
reported in all but three states, Maine, 
Rhode Island and North Carolina.

cities show that at least 875 persons 
died of flu or pneumonia during the 
week ending Feb. 21, most of them in 
the New England and middle Atlantic

An increased death rate in the 
Western states also helped push the 
statistics up to epidemic levels, a CDG 
spokesman said. 
CDC flu-watchers determine 
an 
epidemic threshold through a com­ 
plex. shifting formula keyed to an 
expected number of deaths arrived at 
by study of statistics in previous 
nonepidemic years. 
CDC officials had charted an ex­ 
pected level of 536 deaths for last week. 
In a weekly report, CDC scientists 
said considerable flu activity was 
reported in all but three statal, Maim, 
Rhode Island and North Carolina.

white people called her Kate. 
She was established as a ruling chief 
during her reign over the village on the 
south side of Scippo Creek, south of 
Circleville.

Cornstalk 
and his son were murdered while on a 
peace mission. It was the Grenadier 
Squaw who was sent as a messenger to 
her people to announce the deaths. A 
white man would never have gotten 
back alive. 


She wandered from fort to fort, now 
shunned by her own people because of 
her service to white people as a 
peacemaker. She followed the moral 
dictates of her conscience and had the 
integrity to persevere to the end.

When George Washington 
signed the first patent bill 
April IO, 1790, the United 
States became the first nation 
to recognize by law that in­ 
ventors had a right to profit 
from their inventions. Prior 
to that law, inventors were 
dependent upon privileges 
granted by a monarch or 
through a special act of 
legislature. 
According to Intellectual 
Property Owners Inc., a 
group seeking to create 
public awareness of an ef­ 
fective 
patent system, 
responsibility 
for granting 
patents was placed upon a 
board whose first members 
consisted of Thomas Jef­ 
ferson, Secretary of State; 
Henry Knox, Secretary of 
War and Edmund Randolph, 
Attorney General.

The Florida election Is the second 
m ajor prim ary test between Ford and 
Reagan. The President finished with 51 
per cent of the v ote in New Hamp­ 
shire’s prim ary election last Tu esday 
to 49 per cent for the challenger. 
Both are on the ballot in Mas­ 
sachu setts for nex t Tu esday ’s election, 
bu t neither has campaigned there 
personally . 
Democrats in Oklahoma were to 
meet in cou nty cau cu ses today to 
continu e their selection of national 
conv ention delegates. Carter held a 
slight edge after earlier precinct 
meetings. 
In Sou th Carolina, the selection 
process was schedu led to begin today 
with precinct-lev el cau cu ses. The 
meetings were v iewed as a key con­ 
frontation in the Sou th, before the 
Florida prim ary , between Carter and 
Alabama Gov . George C. Wallace. 
Carter was du e in Miami today while 
Wallace, considered a frontru nner in 
Florida, continu ed a campaign driv e in 
I^iBelle and nearby Okechobee, Fla.. 
Sev eral of the other Democrats 
remained in Massachu setts, and many 
were ex pected at an afternoon foru m 
in Boston on national health issu es. 
The attacks on Carter by Bay h and 
others appeared to be an attem pt to 
chip away at the former Georgia 
gov ernor’s frontru nner statu s, won in 
New Hampshire. 
Bay h finished third there, behind 
Carter and Arizona Rep. Morris Udall.

The pu blic, he said, is “sick and tired 


of constant squ abbling among those 
who profess to lead the cou ntry ....

Bay h, at a news conference, said a 
su rv ey by the citizen lobby Common 
Cau se showed Carter held no position 
on 14 of 26 issu es cov ering v ariou s 
aspects of the economy , 


“ Jim my Carter has certainly had to 
answer qu estions on those su bjects 
du ring his campaign, bu t obv iou sly 
those answers were su fficiently v agu e 
to keep him off the record with 
Common Cau se. Perhaps that is the 
way he wants it,” Bay h said. 
Carter wasn’t Bay h’s only target 
The Indiana senator also attacked 
Washington Sen. Henry M. Jackson, 
who is making his primary debu t in 
Massachu setts, argu ing Jackson has 
“demagogu ed” the issu e of forced 
bu sing of school children for racial 
integration. 
Jackson and Wallace, who is du e in 
Massachu setts for a rally Monday 
night, hav e been cou rting the an­ 
tibu sing v ote. Pu blic schools in 
Springfield and Boston are u nder cou rt 
desegregation orders that requ ire the 
bu sing of school children. 
Jackson himself told a grou p of

Veterinarian Runs 
Airline For Pets 


Sales 2 6,9 40,000 


CINCINNATI (AP) - Dr. Richard 
Bu rns ru ns an airline that is going to 
the dogs. And that’s the only way to fly 
for this fu ll time v eterinarian and part 
time pet pilot. 
For the past two y ears, Dr. Bu rns 
has operated the nation’s first and only 
pet airline, a serv ice licensed by the 
Federal Av iation Administration. 
Abou t once a month, he climbs into 
the cockpit of his Cessena Sky lane and 
chau ffers a box er, a beagle or baby 
kitten to its contracted destination. 
“ We giv e them personal attention,” 
said Dr. Bu ms. “ It’s really the idea 
that 
we take 
total 
responsibility . 
Owners don’t hav e to worry abou t 
leav ing their dog on a loading dock. 
They can take the dog to my office and 
we’ll driv e it to the airport, get on the 
plane and take off. 
“ Owners don’t hav e to worry abou t 
the plane lay ing ov er. If I had to lay 
ov er at a city , the dog wou ld be stay ing 
in the hotel room right along with me. 
And the owner wou ld get a phone call 
from u s both.” 
Althou gh there hav e been no formal 
endorsements from his passengers, 
there hav e been no complaints either. 
Usu ally nerv ou s dogs qu ickly relax 
once they are off the grou nd and often 
cu rl u p in the back seat of the plane on 
the v eterinarian’s fu r coat, Bu ms said. 
Often the doctor’s wife comes along 
and serv es as a stewardess, dispensing 
dog chow to squ irmy pu ppies. Dr. 
Bu rns adds that he u su ally tries not to 
feed his dogs or giv e them water 
before a flight. 
“ We hav e been known to stop 
howev er,” he said, “ and I get ou t and 
walk the dog. Then we can take off 
again.” 
Fam ilies often board their animals 
at his pet hospital for sev eral day s 
while they get their home prepared to 
welcome their pet and when he gets the 
call, Dr. Bu ms bathes and sharpens u p 
the pet and then flies him to his 
destination. 
Cats make the trip in small carriers 


placed on the back seat, he said. 
Dr. Bu rns adm itted that 
many 
people cannot afford his first-class 
serv ice. The fare to Chicago is 57 5, 
while sending a dog to Pittsbu rgh 
wou ld cost $41. The farthest he’s ev er 
gone is bringing an Airdale pu ppy to 
Bismarck, N.D. 
Ev en with that fare, Dr. Bu ms term s 
himself a nonprofit organization. 
“ What 1 wanted to do was to find a 
way to pay for my fly ing and I didn’t 
want to ju st fly . I wanted to find a 
mission,” said the Air Force v eteran 
who flew 7 3 photo reconnaissance mis­ 
sions in the Solomon Islands du ring 
World War II. 
He say s regu lar commercial airline 
carriers hav e prov en they can su c­ 
cessfu lly handle animals, bu t many 
dogs and cats are still su bjected to 
te m peratu re ex trem es du ring the 
flight, and sometimes long waits on the 
grou nd. 
“When a dog or a cat is fly ing with 
u s, he doesn’t hav e to worry abou t 
tem peratu re ex tremes. After all, I’m 
sitting u p there in the same tem­ 
peratu re that he is,” conclu ded Dr. 
Bu rns.
